A PASSENGER'S DREADFUL 
EXPERIENCES. . 


One of the hardest luck stories the 
China Mai Was had recently ix tald 
by a man now in Hongkong.

The steamer 
catried an Indian doctor, who when 
thix passenger weat to him for treat- 
ment of 2 queer eruption that he 
gets in hot weather. told him he had 
the secondary stage’ of a dreadful 
disease. He must not-use the bath- 
rooms. Niloons, ete. but be more or 
less isolated. Knowing that it was! 
merely a perspiration rash. a sort 
of ageravated prickly heat. and not 
syphilis, Mr. A. B. appealed to the 
Captain, who, not unnaturally, pre- 
ferred the opinion of the doctor.

FOLITICAL WRANGLES., 


VIOLENT SCENE IN FRENCIT CHAMBER. 


The efforts of the Opposition ta 
embroil. the Government over the 
affair of the Banque Industrielle de 
Chine have suceeded. All the 
elements that make up an “affaire” 
in France were added either in the 
debate in the Chamber or by the 
press. Scandalous. accusations of 
fraud and breach of, trust against 
high officials, personalities, re- 
Tigious and antiClerieal motives 
to obscure the real issue, lies 
given and received, secret documents 
and timely indiscretions are now 
ascociated with the failure of the 
Banque ce Chine as they were in past 
years with Captain Dreyfus and the 
Panama affair of M. de Lesseps 

The Banque de Chine, which 
suspended payment on June 30, we 
know, was carried on by Senator 
Berthelot, son of the former Minister 
for Foreign Affairs and brother of 
the Permanent Secretary of the 
Foreign Office, He is a Republican 
—and as such counts on the support 
in the present affair of his political 
friends of the Centre and the Left.

The New Territories 
Regulation Ordinance, No. 34 of 
1910, section 29, provides that 
no probate duties are to be payable 
ugon the registretion by the Lard 
Officer of a successor. There is 
perbaps a doubt whether this section 
éxempts such successions from estate 
duty, and it has been thought 
advisable to make this quite clear by 
adding a paragraph to section 6 of 
the Estate Duty Ordinance definitely 
exempting such successions from 
estate duty.

Ris physical condition was not strong 
enough for him to take risks like that. 
Mr. Hawker did not realise how 
serious his condition was. Hemorrh- 
age might bave started in the air or 
while he was driving bis motorcycle 
from Kingston. 

Dr. Garner said his theory was 
that Mr. Hawker was sitting ih his 
seat when he struck the ground. He 
was thrown forward and his chin 
struck something which threw his 
head back and broke his neck. 

Mr. Phillip Folland, who designed 
the machine that Mr. Hawker was 
flying, said it was in. perfect con- 
dition, Mr. Hawker, he said, lived 
about 10 minutes after reaching the 
ground. There was no truth in a 
statement that the wings of the 
machine had been clipped. 

The coroner recorded a verdict 
that Mr. Hawker died of injuries 
caused by the smashing to the ground 
of the aeroplane in which he was 
flying and of which he had lost con- 
trol owing to his physical disability. 
This, he said, amounted to a verdict 
that death was due to Misadventure. 

WATCHING THE PILOTS, 

The medical history of every pilot 
on the airexpresses. is a matter of 
official record and scrutiny. Before 
the airman can obtain his certificate 
for piloting -he has to undergo the 
most thorough medica] examination 
and pass with a completely good bill 
of health.

SHIPBUILDING IN JAPAN. 


Japan’s shipbuilding trade to-day is 
but the shadow of its former self. 
Especially since the current year have 
new orders dimiaished while even 
previous agreements have been can- 
celled, says the Japon Chronicle. The 
dockyards, which totalled six in 1913, 
increased to fifty-seven during the 
war, but have now decrearzd to 
twenty-six. There were.a hundred 


and fifty-seven -ships building during 


and Toba Shipbuilding Yards have 
‘closed their doors. Even well-estab- 
lished yards for want of shipbuilding 
orders have been constructing bridges, 
and shipbuilding would be ata dis 
count altogether but for Japan’s naval 
expansion. It is remarkable however, 
that new tonnage keeps up pretty well 
owing to the few ehips built being of 
large size. During the days of the 
economic’boom, the majority of the 
ships under construction were 
freighters because shipowners were 
very solicitous of obtaining bottoms 
to carry cargoes. Uver ten of the 
ships now under construction, how- 
ever, are either genuine passenger 
ships. or passenger: and cargo ships. 
Launchings of over 100 tona during
